The accession 
of the North-West to equal rights 
with the other provinces has been 
perhaps unduly delayed; but between 
1882 and the date of organization 
of the Territories, the prog- 
ress of the country was slow and 
disappointing. It was then that the 
Liberal Government, under Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier, adopted a large and 
generous policy of development. Free 
lands and assisted immigration soon 
toid their tale. From small begin-

nings the stream of newcomers has |

Te New Treaty 

Following are the terms of the new 
Anglo-Unpanese treaty :. 

The preamble reads: “The govern- 
‘ments of Great Britain and Japan, 
being desirous of replacing the agree- 
ment concluded between them Janu- 
ary 30, 1902, by fresh stipulations, 
hove agreed upon tne following ar- 
ticles, which have for their object: 

A—fonpolidation and the main- 
tenance oO! genera! peace in the re- 
gions of tastern Asta and, India. 

B —Tke preservation of the common 
interests of all the powers in, China 
by ensuring the independence and [n- 
tegrity of the Chinese empire and 
the principle of equal opportunities} 
for the commerce and industry of all 

nations in China. 

“C—The maintenance of the  ter- 
ritorial rights of the high contraet- 
ing powers in the regions of eastern 


Asia and India, and the defence of 
these special interests in the said 
regions.” 


The text of the treaty follows: 

Article 1—It is agreed that when- 
ever, In the opinion of either Great 
Britain or Japan, any of the rights 
and interests referred to in the pre- 
amble to this agreement are in jeep- 
ardy, the two governments will com- 
municate with one another fully and 
frankly and will consider in common 
ithe measures which should be takem 
jto safeguard those menaced rights 
‘or interests. 

“Article 2—Should either of the 
|high contracting parties be involved 
‘in war in defence of its territoriak 
jrights or special interests, the other 
|} party wilf at once come to the as- 
| Sistance of its ally, and both varties 
| will conduct the war in common and 
make peace In matualf agreement, 
j with any power or powers involved 
in such war.
